'jpHE Presidency of Iho Union 
is a position, llie iinpor- 
tance and implications of 
which I am fully aware. My 
policy, if I should be elected, 
will be governed by an earnest 
endeavour to sec that the Un- 
ion fulfills the purpose for 
which Sir William Macdonald 
intended it : to be the centre of 
extrrt-curricular activity at Mc- 
Gill. 

There is sometliing I would 
like very much to see done in 
connection with the Union, 
and that is Ihc provision of liv- 
ing quarters in the Union for 
the Producer of the Red and 
White Revue, and for the 
vice-president of the Union, 
These two positions are made 
very difficult for their incum- 
bents by the fuel thai they arc 
not able lo, live in the Union. 
This situation can be remedied 
by the provision of new quar- 
ters,: for which there Is ample 
space. As an alternative the 
rooms already used by the Un- 
ion House Comniiltcr. could be 
iililized in .inch a way that all 
three of Ihc I'inon cxecnlivc 
would live in at some time in 
Ihe year and the Producer of 
the Revue when it is most 
necessary for him to do so. 

If I lie ricclcit to Ihc t'rcsi- 
deiicy of lite Union, it mill he 
my object lo sec that, in nc- 
cordance with the present con- 
ditions, utmost economy and 
efficiency be maintained in the 
management of the Union.

¥ AST year wlicn called upon 
lo .Mibmit a platform for 
.'secretary of Ihc Union,\ t 
stressed Ihc necessity of mak- 
ing the Union the. real centre 
of college life at McGill. Hav- 
ing had the opportunity of fill- 
ing that position for the past 
session and having Uued in Ihe 
building, I have come to realize 
more than ever that this should 
be the case. If I am circled this 
year as President, I will make 
every effort lo continue Ihc 
work that ha.s. been done in Ihc 
past few years towards that 
end. 

This year il ivas Ihe policy 
of the Union House Commitlcc 
not to charge rentals lo "un- 
dergraduate" clubs,,and socie- 
ties using the building, except 
where extra expenses were in' 
curred owing to overtime la- 
bour and special lighting costs. 
/ would favour a continuation 
of this policy. 

One of the big drawing cards 
of the Union at the present 
time is Ihe high standard of 
moderately priced meals served 
in Ihe Cafeteria. Every effort 
should he made to see that this 
standard is maintained. This is 
of "vital" importance lo Ihc 
popularity of the Union: (or 
the Union realizes, though ap- 
parently the co-cds have not, 
lhal the quickest way to a 
man's heart is through his 
stomach. 

The drill Room has become 
increasingly popular us the 
venue for class and society din- 
ners, lis one disadvantage in 
this regard is its lack of attrac- 
tiveness. This can, and should, 
he atlendcil to by the incoming 
House Committee during the 
summer months. 

Unfortunately, the amount of 
money at tite dispo-ial of the 
Union House Committee, over 
and above current expenses, is 
limited, Consciiuenlly only 
certain nt/miM and renewals 
can be effected in Ihc buildinn 
each year; so the most urgent 
need sliould be the first under- 
taken. This session, for c.v- 
ample, the Cafeteria was com- 
plclely renovittcil, and a Iteiivg 
connus covering was purchased 
to protect the surface of tho 
Raltrooni floor. 

S'cxt year Ihe Grill Room 
should be the first project, and 
new furnishings sixould be pur- 
ctui.scil for tlic licadiuii ttoom, 
as well us a wiilcr luiii/d 0/ 
reading muleiiol. Ilenovatious 
which were started in the Uil- 
tiurd Room this year should 
also be completed. For the c.f- 
pvudilures on improvements lo 
eiiuiimient ui this dcparlmeut 
have been justified both by in- 
creased revenue and increased 
putrouagc. 

If I am elected, I wilt do my 
utmost to futlill the duties of 
President in u riKiiiiKT that will

Above all let 
him keep away from this blind itsvcrence 
for Iradiltoii. this trust in the Uterat:^' 
liroii(ninccment« of a <lead. and gone tribe 
of critics. 

University student,^ sometimes take a 
[long time to attain .sufficient assurance 
i to cast off the disagi*ceable standards im- 
j posed on thi?m at school and to recognixo 
jlhat nobody but tbemso.lves has the right 
to decide what in literature they will ac- 
Icept as volcvaiit to their own personality. 
The choice is purely a i>er8onRl one; the 
individual has a complete right, in the 
matter of literature, to put aside unhesi- 
tatingly tlie traditional opinions of all 
tlio do.'ui ^«■'"^''■«''"is wherever they do 
not .sooin true to him. Their sole value to 
' him is their capacity to suggest to him 
I likely choices; in the last analysis the 
'choice is his. 

Such an indciwndcnt attitude is 
weakened whenever the student has doubts 
about the wisdom of setting of his opin 
ions aprainst those of his teacher. The
